He said after a careful review | 
he had found the inner reserves 
of at least seven banks were 
clearly not excessive, but that 
“in the case of two or three | 
banks the allocations made at! 
the end of 1943 may have repre-| 
; sented an undue degree of con 
servatism and may have brought 
the total reserves of these banks 
to a level somewhat higher than 
we, in the light of today’s condi 
tions and considering only the 
taxation aspect, could justify as 
a reasonable safeguard against 
the probable contingencies of the 
future.” 

In practice the inner reserves 
were set up by the banks going 
over their loans and investments 
Cach year and making specific 
provision for those known to be 
bad or doubtful.
